KHABAROVSK FIELD 


BATTLE SEVERELY TRYING 


WEATHER FOR TWELVE 


HUNDRED MILES 


TOKYO, Aug. 3.—(£•)—A Rengo 
dispatch today said the American 
globe fliers, Clyde Pangborn and 
Hugh 
Herndon, 
had arrived 
in 
Khabarovsk, Siberia. 


The dispatch said the fliers land- 
ed Monday at 3:50 p. m., Khab- 
arovsk time, arriving after a 1200- 
mile flight from Chita, in east- 
ern Siberia. 
The fliers arrived while a heavy 
rain was falling and saiu they had 
flown through rain and mist most 
of the way from Chita. They said 
their greatest 
difficulty was in 


avoiding mountain ranges. 


Pangborn 
and 
Herndon were 
met by members of the Russian 
Civil Aviation society, who had 
almost given them up for lost. 


The fliers declared the weather 


over the Hingan mountain range 
was the worst they had exper- 
ienced and much of the time they 
were forced to fly blind because 
of the heavy mist. 


"It was a wonder we ever found 


Khabarovsk 'it all," said Pang- 
born. "Finding our way here was 
due not only to good luck but 
to splendid navigation." 


An examination revealed one of 
the plane's wings was damaged 
but the fliers were confident that 
repairs could be made during the 
night and they hoped to take off 
tomorrow in pursuit of the world 
girdling record of Wiley Post and 
Harold 
Gatty. 
Both fliers were very tired after 


what appeared the most 
difficult 
and nerve wracking journey. They 
were anxious, however, to ascer- 
tain the condition of the plane 
which Khabarovsk observers con- 
sidered to have suffered somewhat 
from bad wather. 


It was uncertain when the avia- 
tors would start for Nome, a flight 
of about 2400 miles. Nearly all of 
that route lay over the sea of 
Okhotsk and the Bering sea, often 
storm swept and fog covered.

of two cents per barrel on crude 
oil which would bring In tfie same 
amount as the present production 
tax of two per cent on oil at $1 
per barrel.''

SECRETARY HURLEY'S VISIT

The trip of Secretary Hurley of 
the war department to the Phil- 
ippine Islands, which starts to- 
morrow, has revived interest in 
the question of Philippine inde- 
pendence. 


Though he has been extreme- 


ly reticent regarding the purpose 
of his trip, it is known Secre- 
tary Hurley Is making the trip 
to study the status of the islands 
for President Hoover. 


The war department head has 


had many conferences during the 
past 
few months with Manual 


Quezon, 
president of 
the 
Phil- 


ippine senate who has been in 
this country advocating indepen- 
dence for the islands. 
The out- 


come of these conferences 
was 


not divulged. 


Years of agitation in the Phil- 


ippines for independence recently 
culmir *,ed in monster demonstra- 
tions 
by 
Filipinos 
inspired by 
the visit of Senator Hawes, Dem- 
ocrat, Missouri, one of the out- 
standing advocates ogf Philippine 
independence in 
congress. 


Legislation to free the Philip- 


pines has been before 
congress 


virtually since the islands were 
acquired as a result of the Span- 
ish-Americ 
war but it has made 


little headway. 


The question was revived during 


debate on the Hawfey-Smoot tar- 
iff act, chiefly by Representatives 
of sugar producing states who 
would like to levy a tariff on 
Philippine sugar and other Im- 
ports. 


During the last session the sen- 


ate affairs committee approved a 
bill looking toward Phllipine In- 
dependence, but it failed to re- 
ceive senate consideration.

Governor Sterling 
pointed

last week it probably would be 
necessary to increase the ad va- 
lorem tax rate unless means of 
additional revenue was provided. 


Would Veto Bill. 


Governor Sterling indicated 
he 


would veto any bill that contained 
a provision whereby production 
would be limited to market de- 
mand. 


"The people of this state must 


be protected from any tendency 
toward 
monopoly * • * and 
any 
law you might pass, if I could see 
anything in it tending, or that 


, might result in monopoly, I would 
feel constrained to veto such a 
bill without ceremony," the mes- 
sage stated. 


In another portion of the mes- 
sage the governor "stated. 
''Cer- 
tainly if our laws permitted 
the 
railroad 
commission to prohibit 


the production of oil in excess of 
market demand it would tend to 
bring about a condition where the 
oil interests in this state might 
create a monopoly." 


The message cited that the fed- 
eral court in its recent decision in 
the McMillan case did not pasa on 
the constitutionality of the conser- 
vation laws but only on the valid- 
ity of the railroad commission's 
orders. "It may reasonably be as- 
sumed that 
if the court 
had 
thought the laws were invalid it 
would so have held so as to give 
this legislature an opportunity to 
eliminate and. correct any cause 
for invalidity. Having 
failed to 
do this we are justified in assum- 
ing existing conservation laws are 
valid. Radical Changes Unwise. 
Governor Sterling also pointed 
out that the court had held that 
the legjslature in prohibiting con- 
sideration of economic waste pre- 
vented the commission from con- 
sidering market demand in its or- 
ders. 
'It appeals to me that it would 
be unwise 
to attempt 
radical 
changes in our existing laws. Any 
attempt at their amendment should 
retain their general structure and 
not inject ideas that would invite 
new attacks on them. I think it 
prudent these statutes be only 
made plainer so as to prevent fur- 
ther physical waste. 
These laws 
were defined to prevent 
further 
physical waste and only and ex- 
pressly inhibit the consideration of 
economic waste. 
All price fixing 
attempts must be avoided. 
Governor Sterling advocated that 
all persons charged with the en- 
forcement of the conservation laws 
be paid by the state. He also rec- 
ommended the legislature provide 
for th speedy trial of all lawsuits 
attacking the validity of the con- 
servation orders and that laws be 
passed to strengthen the common 
purchaser law to make possible 
for every one to obtain an outlet 
for his oil.Day of Mergers. 
"In this day of combinations oi 


capital and mergers of Industry, 
dustry, the antitrust laws of Texas 
have become of. multiplied im- 
portance. Their enforcement must 
be looked after more scrupulously 
than at any time in the history of 
the atat.e," the message stated.
